He weighed 449 pounds late last Decem- 
ber, when he was last weighed, and has 
lost very little flesh since then. 
Few 


men in this city were mora widely known 
than Cook. He was a political power 
among tbe colored voters of the city at 
one time ana *a hearty worker for the 
Republican party. His strength was 
tremendous, and although he grew to 
great size he had much muscle. Cook 
was born in New Bedford, and was the 
son of a full blooded negro father^ and 
a mother who was a Seminole Indian 
and the daughter of the noted Seminole 
chief, Osceola.

arrested ten persons, all Italians, on 
the change of passing counterfeit $5 
treasury notes. The secret service men 
believe the notes were made in New 
York, and were sent to this city to be 
passed. 
They have obtained between 


J5000 and $10.000 worth of bad paper. 
The arrests were very cleverly made, 
nine in this city and one in Lynn, 


While, throug-h various means, the 


government officials claim to have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining nearly $10,000 worth 
of the notes from nearly all the arrested 
parties at different times, no bad money 
was found on ainy of them yesterday, 
and a careful search of what is believed 
to be the headquarters Jn this city fai!ed 
to disclose any of the counterfeiting 
paraphernalia. 


The secret service agents, however, 


did not expect to find any dies or plates 
In this citj, for every indication points 
to New York as the issuing point 


The names of those arrested are as 


follows: Francisco Cacci, 43 years old, 
336 Main street; Peter Gonzales, 45 years 
old, 100 Pleasant street; Salvator Ma«- 
trapavola, 40 years old; Mrs. Angela 
Mastrapavola, SI years, and Mary Mas- 
trapavola, 12 years, all living at 3 Sun 
court; Antonio Cotogna, 36 years old, 
259 North street; Antonio Mazzucci, 35 
years, Charles street; Francisco Broei, 
85 years old, 8 Foster court; Joseph De 
Salvo, 40, 152 Kndicott street, all of Bos- 
ton, and Francisco De Marco of Lynn. 


The arrest was most adroitly made, 


but was somewhat hastened by reason 
of the fact that one or two were pre- 
paring to leave for New Tork. In fact, 
Bros! was taken from the end of a mov- 
ing train as it wa» pulling out of Park 
square station, bound for New York. 


For nearly six months a large amount 


of spurious $5 treasury notes bearing the 
Jackson vignette have been coining into 
the hands of the secret service agents, a 
greater portion of it turning up in this 
city, and last November the government 
officials determined to make a strenuous 
effort to run down the counterfeiters. 
R. D. Redf era of New York came to this 
city and worked up the case. Two 
months ago the local police were called 
In, an.il with the assistance of other 
special detectives a most thorough searcfc 
of the city was made. 


The government 
officials soon dis- 


covered that the most of the bad money 
turned up in the Italian quarter at the 
North End as well as in Lynn, but for a 
long time, so crafty were those who were 
passing the money, the evidence did not 
warrant an arrest. It was, therefore, 
decided that some unusual effort must 
be made, and a number of trusted agents 
were brought over from New York, all 
on close terms of intimacy with Italians. 
They went about the city and succeeded 
in buying about 110,000 worth of bad ?5 
notes. The secret service men claimed 
that all the bad money was obtained 
from the parties under arrest. 


Tn order to make the case clear and to 


get as much evidence aa possible, the 
arrest of all parties was^delayed until 
the last moment. During the interim 
the officials discovered that frequent 
trips were being made to New York, and 
that upon the return of one or two of the 
men the notes became plentiful. This 
led to the belief that none of the money 
was manufactured in this city, but-no 
headquarters could be discovered m New 
York. 


Yesterday, after all 10 of the suspected 


parties 
had 
been faithfully 
over- 


shadowed, it was decided to make a gen- 
eral haul, and no less than 20 officers, 
both government and local inspector*, 
were distributed about the city. 


The first arrest was made on Atlantic 


avpnue, where Cacci and Gonzales were 
quietly taken into custody and con- 
veyed to the federal building. An hour 
after six officers went to Sun court, in 
the North End, and gathered in three 
members of the Mastrapavola family, 
and a hurried search of the house was 
made. Nothing of a suspicious charac- 
ter was found at the time, but the entire 
building will be carefully ransacked. 


At the same time Cotogna and Maz- 


zucci were attested at their little shop 
not far from the Mastraipavola house, 
and then De Salvo was apprehended. 
In the meantime every railroad, station 
in the city was carefully guarded and 
all outgoing trains watched, for there 
were two more still unaccounted for, and 
for a time the officers believed that they 
had escaped. 


Just as the gong at the Park square 


station rang for the departure of the 
Fall River train an Italian was seen to 
•tep aboard the train, and the shadow 
signalled to the officer*. Two of them 
Jumped on the train and dragged the 
man oft on the platform, and he was at 
once taken to the federal building with 
the others. 


The notice of the arrest of Marco at 


Lynn was received (won after, and the 
cecret service agent* heaved a sigh of 
relief. 
In the detention room every one was 


carefully searched, but none of the bad 
notes was found on them. This fact, 
however, does not in any way discourage 
the officers, for they §ay that they have 
•ufficient evidence from their agentu to 
convict every one. 


The government official* are not pre- 


pared to my Ju»t how extensive they be- 
lieved the tang to he, but they are con- 
vinced that the arrwts made yesterday 
will lead at once to the discovery of the 
main office In New Tork.

Yarmouth. N. S., March IS.—The Allan 


line steamer 
Castillan, which was 


wrecked on Gannet ledge Sunday morn- 
ing, while bound from Portland for 
Liverpool, via Halifax, has broken in 
two Just bensath the bridge. 
She Is 


lying in practically the same position 
as w hen she struck. 
Both ends of the 


ship have sagged considerably, and the 
salvers are working rapidly In order to 
save everything of value before a storm 
approaches. 


It appears to be the opinion among 


mariners here that the cause of the ac- 
cident to the CastUian will probably 
never be known. 
According to the 


weight of evidence gathered from those 
on boaid the vessel, who have besn seen 
here, six hours after leaving Portland 
the vessel made Martlnious light, just 
where the compasses told the officers 
they ought to have made it. From this 
point the course was shaped as usual 
and the steamer proceeded. She should 
have been far off the land and well clear 
of Cape Sable when she suddenly went 
on the ledge. 
It Is probable that, as 


has been the case in many a pievious 
disaster, this one will be attributed to 
the fatal, almost irrestible indrift at 
the entrance to the bay of Fundy. 


In an interview with J. D. Huntmgton, 


manager of the Cream Pott gold mine at 
Pembroke, a few miles from Yarmouth, 
some facts were disclosed which it is be- 
lieved are worthy of investigation. 


Mr. Hunting-ton says that some change 


is taking place in this part of the prov- 
ince, which renders compasses at all 
times uncertain. 
He first found this 


out about a year and a haJf ago, when 
with Mr. Christie of Halifax, who was 
running out the lines of some gold areas 
for the provincial mining department, 
they found there was a variation in the 
compass of five degrees from one ex- 
treme to the other, the Instrument being 
of the best, and' it has since been found 
that others were similarly affected. 


Captain Barrett is almost alone on the 


wreck of the Castilian. Water rises and 
falls fore and aft throughout the steami- 
er, and the surf roars about her omi- 
nously and spray drenches the decks. 
The great w«ght of s-hip and cargo and 
the wildness of the situation makes the 
position highly perilous. She threatens 
to break up at any moment, and the eea 
Is so rough no -boat can approach with- 
out risk. 


Still Captain Barrett ref uses to leave. 


The ndght and the sea have no terrors for 
him alongside the disaster which at- 
tended what waa probably his last voy- 
age. The captain IB 78 years of age, and 
has sailed In the Allan's Atlantic steam- 
ers for many years without serious ac- 
cident The captain will not be per- 
suaded to Jeave the magnificent ship hi 
commanded ufttil the proper officer® are 
In charge to prevent piracy. 


The work of saving cargo is proceeding 


slowly on account Of the risk of approach. 
A large fleet of fishing craft hover round 
ready for plunder, and last night the 
agents were wired for a steamer to pro- 
tect the wreck. 


An important fact has come out. The 


lead log and lookout were all carefullj 
used. The compass was out, and it i 
stated by government engineers whc 
have been surveying in the neighborhood 
of Yarmouth and Cape Sable that there 
Is a magnetic attraction in the land so 
great at times as to cause a variation of 
five points and again to render the com- 
pass entirely useless. Much corrobora- 
tive testimony of this phenomenon is at 
hand.

HOW CAPTAIN VILLALON DIED 


As lMt«e»t of «h* Destraetle* •( 


Cerv«ru'« Fleet. 


Captain Frederick G. Miller, former- 


ly of the Red D steamship Valencia, 
who commanded the press boat Wanda 
daring the late war, was in New York 
the other day. having jaat returned 
from the south eide of Cuba, where he 
has been engaged for five months in 
preparations to float the steamship Bel- 
videre. wrecked there some mouths ago. 


Speaking of the finding of the body 


of Captain Villalon of the Spanish tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Pluton, which has 
been reported as found seated in an 
armchair in a cave just west of Morro, 
near the entrance of Santiago harbor, 
Captain Miller said: 


"I can clear up the mystery of the 


fate of Captain Villalon. I was close in 
with the Wanda when Cervera's fleet 
was destroyed 
When the Pluton waa 


practically cut in two by a 18 inch shell 
and sunk, we rescued the lieutenant, 
chief engineer, chief gunner and some 
of the sailors. When I had poured a big 
drink of whisky into the lieutenant and 
got him some dry clothes, he begged me 
to save Captain Villalon. He said the 
latter had managed to get ashore, but 
was badly wounded. I sent a boat 
ashore, and the men found Captain 
Villalon lying on the beach, but he was 
too badly wounded to be moved with- 
out a stretcher. I had no stretcher, but 
I had a cou. le of steamer chairs. I had 
one of these lashed in the boat, and sent 
the men ashore again. They placed the 
captain in the chair and started to carry 
him to the boat The confounded Cu- 
bans were fHng on them all the time. 
Before reaci ng the boat Captain Vil- 
lalon died iii the chair. 


"There are no caves on the coast 


there, but there are recesses, where the 
softer parts of the rock have been worn 
away by the action of the water. Not 
wishing to leave the body exposed to 
mutilation by Cuban bullets, the men 
carried the chair, with the body still 
lashed upon it, into one of these recesses 
and left it there. This explains the 
mystery of Captain Villalon's fate."— 
New York Sun. 


MAY CURB REED'S POWER.

Strong Sentiment In Favor of Cur* 


tailing the Speaker's Authority. 
There is a quiet movement on foot in 


Washington for the radical revision of 
the rules of the house, and, singularly 
piinngh, it comes from Republicans al- 
most exclusively. Many well known 
leaders, who have no personal animosi- 
ty to Speaker Reed, have come to the 
conclusion that the rules must be re- 
vised so as to curb the speaker's power 


These rules of the house work admi- 


rably to expedite all business to which 
the speaker gives his sanction, but they 
work quite as well to prevent consider- 
ation entirely of all measures to which 
he is opposed. Under the present sys- 
tem the committee on rules is all pow- 
erful, and no member can get anything 
before the house without the permis- 
sion of that little coterie. The speaker 
appoints this committee as well ae alJ 
others, and hence he can prevent con- 
sideration of any measure, as he did in 
the case of the Nicaragua canal and the 
Hawaiian annexation billa 


The movement now on foot is to se- 


cure a modification of the system in 
such a way as to allow speedy action 
and to secure consideration whether the 
speaker is favorable or not. The favor- 
ite plan now is to have the committee 
on rules appointed by the caucus, and 
Mr Reed will be notified that if be ex- 
pects to be speaker of the next house 
he must yield something to the rank 
and file, and that something is more 
than likely to be the committee on 
rules. 


Quite a number of members have an- 


nounced their intention of insisting on 
some curb on the great personal power 
of the speaker before voting for him. 
They recognize Mr. Reed's dominant 
ability as a parliamentarian, but they 
are determined that he shall not any 
longer stand in the way of measures 
desired both by the administration and 
by a large majority of the Republicans 
in the house.—Chicago Tribune,

The pro- 
gramme of its future operations ignores 
the continent which produced Barnum.

Then will occur a 
continental tonr occupying at least two 
year* Nothing definite is said in the 
purely British prospectus of this now 
purely British grand aggregation of its 
return at any time to the shores where 
reposo the bones of Barnum. As an 
American grand aggregation it has 
passed, perhaps forever, beneath the 
eastern horizon.

countenances under the rules obtain- 
ing just across the river from Heidel- 
berg.—New York Sun.

SUBURBANITE MEMORY. 


BLINDED BY ELECTRICITY. 


ktr»nK« Pranks Played l»y 


mt \Vinnted, Conii, 


Daring a severe electrical storm that 


passed over Winsted, Conn., early the 
other morning a bolt of lightning ran 
into the house of Louis Ourtiss and 
blinded the Eev. C. F. Chesebro, 88 
years old, of the North Goshen Metho- 
dist church, who is ill with appendicitis 
in the Curtiss homestead. 


The minister occupied an old fashion' 


ed bed with a low headboard in a room 
adjoining the dining room on the 
ground floor. A ball of fire entered the 
bedroom and descended the wall to 
within eight inches of his head, where 
it Rpparently burst. The Rev. Mr. 
Chesebro was stnnned for a considera- 
ble length of time, and both his eyes 
were completely blinded, but physicians 
think he will eventually recover his 
sight. 


On a bookcase beside the bed were a 


lighted lamp and a leather case, con- 
taining the clergyman's eyeglasses. The 
lightning extinguished the light and 
melted th» glasses and the frame that 
held them. The case was hurled un 
the bedclothes. A gilt frame in the b 
room was turned black. On the wall 
paper back of the head of the bed a 
broken line was made by lightning ex- 
tending from the ceiling to within 
eight inches of the spot where Mr. 
Chesebro's head was. The lightning 
then passed into the dining room, where 
it splintered the top of a sewing ma- 
chine and ran out of a window, remov- 
ing the putty and nails from the pane. 


Mr. Chesebro says that h« felt the 


heat from the lightning from the top of 
bis head down as far as his hips, and it 
geemed to raise that part of his body off 
the bed. Some fea* is entertained that 
the shock may kill him.—St. Louis Be- 
public.

SUke Kelly Outlived Three Profess- 
or* Who Had Looked After His Ca«e. 


After spending 25 consecutive years 


as a patient in Bellevne hospital in New 
York Mike Kelly, 6<| years old, died in 
ward No. 3 of that institution the other 
afternoon. 
.. In many respects "Old Mike," as 
Kelly was known, was a remarkable 
character. He was suffering from fibro- 
muscular tumors. One of them, nearly 
two feet long, was on the side of his 
head and hung down over his left cheek, 
making his appearance hideous. The 
old man wore a long beard and always 
carried a heavy stick. He was looked 
upon as a freak by visitors to the hos- 
pital. 


Kelly was admitted to Bellevue on 


April 23,1374. His ailment did not con- 
fine him to his bed, and almost every 
day the old patient could be seen roam- 
ing about the hospital grounds. In the 
early days of Kelly's sojourn at the 
hospital he took great interest in sur- 
gical operations and kept well informed 
on all the interesting cases. 


Stories are told how Kelly made con- 


siderable money by the repeated sales 
of his head. Professor John B. Wood of 
the hospital, who admitted the aged 
patient, waa said to be the first person 
to make a contract with Kelly for the 
letter's he^d after death. The professor 
was a (Specialist in such diseases as 
afflicted the old man. He pronounced 
the disease incurable and said that the 
removal of the growth probably would 
cause death. The professor exhibited 
Kelly as a curiosity in which he had a 
proprietary interest, and proudly told 
his fellow physicians of his purchase. 
He died, however, long before Kelly 
did. It ia said that Kelly outlived four 
other physicians with whom he had 
made similar contracts.—New York 
Wprld.

It was many years before the "Great 


Unknown" was identified. At the pub- 
lication of the "Lay of the Last Miu- 
Btrel," "Marmion," "Lady of the 
Lake" and finally of a novel called 
"Waverley," popular curiosity was ex- 
cited, and the whole of England rang 
with the fame of the "Great Un- 
known," as Scott was called. 


The secret was well kept. Sir Walter 


Scott, who all his life had been storing 
material and training his mind to such 
concentration that he could work in the 
midst of interruptions and was able to 
turn out voiume after volume with & 
rapidity, two a year, that made bia 
readers doubt their very senses. His in- 
cognito was all the more perfectly pre- 
served in that he kept open house at 
Abbotsford, devoting much of his time 
to entertaining bis guests and visiting. 
It was not until the embarrassment of 
his publisher* occurred that the identity 
of the author of the "Waverley Novels" 
was discovered. 


The case of Scott furnishes one of tb« 


many illustrations of the power of de- 
ceiving the public in literary matter*.

LAW AND MOBALS. 


The temperance instruction bill in the 


state legislature is attracting: con- 
siderable attention. The bill presented 
by the petitioners was so radical that it 
became policy for them to with- 
draw it and 
yesterday they sub- 


mitted a new bill. The bill provides 
for the teaching, under the head of 
physiology and hygiene, "the nature of 
Alcoholic drinks 
and narcotics and 


their effects on the human system." 
According to the bill these must be 
taught "to all pupils in four grades of 
the grammar and high school depart- 
ments of all schools supported wholly 
or in part by public money and in cor- 
responding 
classes 
of 
ungraded 


Schools." State teachers institutes and 
normal schools shall teach the best 
way of teaching these natures and 
effects. 


The invoking of legislation, to accom- 


plish reform has not had a better il- 
lustration than this bill gives. This 
Inordinate haste to make earth a 
heaven must be met by men of broad 
and strong minds or we shall have our 
system of public education given over 
wholly to special teaching for 
the 


benefit of certain reform ideas. 
The 


time and capacity of children are 
limited, but 
the mtereiless reformer 


care's not how he burdens and tortures 
the child mind. 
He is a man of one 


idea. He is willing that all the essen- 
tials of education be omitted if his fad 
is promoted. He refuses to recognize 
that the ceremonial law of "thou shalt 
not" do this and that became obsolete 
when there was adopted an ethics that 
contained it all. If the schools develop 
a manhood that knows the higher right 
and good their mission, has been fully 
performed. 


The libel suit against the Great Bar- 


rington clergyman has resulted in a 
verdict in favor of the defendant. Mr. 
Bliss thus cornes out of the case hap- 
pily; but may it not be construed as a 
•warning to the clergyman that single 
blessedness is not the best state for 
Bliss?—Boston Advertiser.

One mill with a capitaliza- 
tion of $300,000 reached 3 per cent, but 
•Ueh mills as the Granite mills with a 
capital of 11,000,000 paid only 1 per cent.

11,200,000 are among the non- 
paying mills.

The Fifth Avenue Baptist church of 


New Tork and the Tabernacle church 
are at war with each other and are in 
the courts. The war is over the 
dividend of a block of Northern 
Pacific railroad stock that John D. 
Rockefeller donated to the Fifth ave- 
nue church the Income to go to the 
Tabernacle church for property con- 
cessions it made to the Fifth Avenue 
church. For two years the stock paid 
no dividends and, when it resumed 
paying the Fifth Avenue institution 
failed to pay over to the Tabernacle. 
So the Tabernacle sues. The Fifth 
Avenue claims that when the dividend 
was paid the Tabernacle that the Tab- 
ernacle did not disburse the money as 
per agreement and that the contract 
was therefore made void. The Fifth 
Avenue asks for the Tabernacle's books 
to prove its case, but the Tabernacle 
refuses until the trial is on and the 
supreme court upholds it Now when 
Bockefeller or any other of the multi- 
millionaires refuse to show their books 
in attempt at evasion of law it is ex- 
pected that both these pulpits will 
vehemently exhort over the fact and 
point out the unchristian and un- 
brotherly and wholly inimical proce- 
dure of the plutocrat. 


Here is how they do it in Kansas, the 


twin sister of Colorado: "The influence 
of women in politics receives a rather 
interesting illustration in Kansas City. 
The legislature tried to appropriate 
$50,000 for a state exhibition at the 
Paris world's fair. 
A Mrs. J. Q. 


Thompson, a handsome and very sty- 
lishly dressed woman, went to Topeka, 
registered at the Copeland and began 
to lobby for the bill with all 
her 


charms. Within ten days she had the 
85 legislators all dahcing attendance 
upon her at the hotel. She was un- 
usually hospitable, persuasive and de- 
lightful, and she said rather bluntly 
that If the bill passed she expected to 
be one of the commissioners sent to 
Paris. Rumors of her beauty and 
affability began to creep into all the 
homes of Topeka, and it took just two 
weeks for the wives of Topeka to rise 
in their might and proceed to the as- 
sembly in a body and sit upon Mrs. 
Thompson. It is needless to say that 
the bill was defeated ignominiously, 
and the probabilities are that Mrs. 
Thompson will stay at home and Kan- 
sas will have no show in Paris." It 
is quite likely that—so far as they were 
wedded—the wives of the legislators 
did some particular sitting.

WHAT FILIPINOS NEED. 


Ohio Traveler Saya They Are Unfit 


For Self Government. 


M. M. Shoemaker of Cincinnati, au- 


thor and traveler, has just returned 
from a year's tonr, which included In* 
dia and the Philippines. He spent the 
greater part of the month of January 
in and abont Manila, where he made a 
study of the Filipinos. He says self 
government by the Filipinos would be 
impossible ; that the natives would soon 
relapse into savagery. They are, he 
eays, naturally a treacherous, suspicious 
and "nc* account" race.

ernment to keep tbem at all within the 
bounds of civilization. The half caste 
class in Manila, corresponding to the

JOHN A. KASSON. 


Ambassador Cambon returns from 


Paris with the earnest hope of carrying 
throug-h a treaty under section 4 of the 
Dingley law. On the part of France, it 
is proposed to give to the United States 
the "minimum" tariff list The French 
tariff has two rates, a maximum and a 
minimum. Countries specially favored 
by France get the minimum rate, while 
those having no arrangement pay the 
maximum rate, 25 percent higher. The 
effect of this is to place higher duties on 
American goods than on those of Eng- 
land, Germany, Russia and some 31 
countries with which France has made 
commercial arrangements. In the ne- 
gotiations with Mr. Kasson this mini- 
mum rate la conceded. th« only question 
being as to what the United States will 
grant in return. The law permits a 20 
percent reduction o' duty on designated1 
articles, but no arrangement has been 
reached as to what these articles shall 
be. The French contention is that Che 
list should be liberal, a» their minimum 
list covers the entire tariff list They 
also contend that the average of French 
duty on American goods b about 14 per- 
cent ad valorem, as against about SO per- 
cent American duty on French goods. 
H. Caonbon Is_ awaiting further statis- 
tical information, and It la expected that 
active negotiations will proceed in about 
two weekff, 


The German negotiation^ have been 


resumed on a rather broad scale. 


Secretary Hay himself is carrying the 


matter forward, the detailed work on 
schedules not having been taken up as 
yet by Mr. Kasscn, Whether the ne- 
gotiations will prove successful it is too 
early to predict, although both side«, 
particularly the Germans, express tlheir 
hope fihat a treaty Trill result wiithln the 
n«xt three mouths. 


Thie British negotiations reached an 


advanced stage and then cr/ilapsed en- 
tirely. They were managed by Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and Mr. Kasscm, who to- 
gether outlined the articles to be cov- 
ered by the proposed treaty. The docu- 
ment was about ready to sign* last sum- 
mer, when the London authorities an- 
nounced that th«y were considering th* 
advisability of granting countervailing 
duties to the sugar producers of the 
British West Indies, in which case there 
would not be the same need of a reci- 
procity arrangement. The imperial gov- 
ernment has don* nothing on counter* 
vailing duties, but no progress on the 
subject of reciprocity has been' attempt- 
ed of late. If Sir Julian goes to the dis- 
armament co*igress at The Hague in 
May he Is not likely to conclude the 
reciprocity negotiations before he goes, 
and after that the two years' period for 
negotiating rieciprocity treaties under th« 
IMngley bill will have expired. 


The expiration of this period on July 


24 next ie urging all foreign countries to 
hasten their negotiations. It is said, 
however, that if they fail of completion 
within that time it will not necessarily 
end all the negotiations, as the president 
has the constitutional right, independent 
of this specific law, to negotiate treaties 
by and with the consent of the senate. 


The negotiations with Peru have not 


proved successful, as that country was 
not willing to grant a reduction on the 
articles which this government considr 
cred should be covered.

of Pekin. Other friendly powers, the 
minister continued, were then notified 
and indicated their acquiescence. 


Admiral Canuvaro then covered evente 


already Known, explaining that Signer 
Martmo's action had been disavowed 
because his ultimatum contravened an 
agreement with England that only in 
the event ot Sir Claude McDonald, Brit- 
ish minister at Pekin, being unable to 
induco the Chinese foreign office to take 
back SJgnor Martmo's first note, should 
Italy resume liberty of action in order 
to 
olHain reparation. He expressed 


confidence in the ultimate success ot 
Italy's policy and reminded the cham- 
ber that Italy's duty was to refrain from 
force so far as passible, smce she had 
gone to China without any previous pro- 
vocative incident or violated rights to 
justify a resort to violence whach might, 
if adopted, disturb the international 
equilibrium in the far east and exercise 
a fatal ieflex action in Europe, beside in- 
jtuing Great Britain, who had proved 
herself Italy's cordial friend, and ex- 
posing to conflict other powers that had 
shown themselves the well-wishers of 
Italy.

12.—During the last 
few days * change has crept 
over barrack life in this pic- 


turesque old eastern city. An ominous 
activity hat taken possession of men 
and officers of late, and now a vague 
feeling of unrest is in the air. Visions 
of a speedy return home no longer 
haunt the dreams of the expectant vol- 
unteer, who is at last beginning to feel 
ttat hit work is cut out for him. 


This is all due to the fact that at last 


there bave boa one or two telltale 


almost deserted. The gay white uniform 
ha* been called in, ~nd now the brown 
fatigue dres» of the men shows that the 
army of occupation is ready for action. 
Guards and patrols have been heavily 
increased, and looking down the streets 
of Manila today one would say the city 
was on a war footing. 


A few months ago, it seems to us here, 


it would have been an easy matter for 
our forces to have broken the back of 
the present insurgent movement. If it 
had been possible for us to adopt offen- 
sive and decisive slept at the first, the 


or two ago, when the streets were 
crowded with people, one of these scares 
took place. In a very few minutes ev- 
ery house and shop in the place was 
bhut up, and the struggling mass of hu- 
manity that had choked up the streets 
but a moment before had disappeared 
as if by magic. The only thing left be- 
hind was a wagon load or two of the 
queer heelless slippeis worn in this part 
of the woild. The soldiers who happened 
to be away trom quarters, on getting 
the alarm, quickly took possession of all 
kinds of conveyances, tumbled any Chi- 
nese, Spaniards or natives who chanced 
to be in them overboard and made for 
their posts as fast as possible. The pop- 
ulation surged out toward the old wallet] 
city, leaving all kinds of wearing ap- 
parel by the wayside in their haste. It 
took a very few minutes for our troops 
to get under arms, and when that had 
once happened there was not a sign of 
native life to be seen in any part of the 
uty. 
in the day of Spanish rule' this sort of 


thing was a common occurrence. Un- 


i der the regime of our predecessors, how- 
ever, that shopkeeper who did not 
piomptly bar up his place of business 
generally found the best of his stock 


notable among them is the notorious 
Catapunan society. Day by flay we aie 
learning that the natives are far better 
armed than wo had at first supposed, 
the great mystery being the secret 
source from which they secure their 
guns and ammunition. 


The extent to which our line of out- 


posts has been strengthened during 
the last week or two will be realized 
when I state that we now have a strong 
outpost line completely around the city. 
In front of Old Manila our line reaches 
from the very beach at Malate to the 
river beyond Paco. In this quarter duty 
is being done by the Fourteenth regu- 
lars. South Dakota, Fourth cavalry and 
Sixth artillery, who are making use of 
the old Spanish fortifications and block- 
houses. On the other hand, across the 
Pasig before Now Manila our line once 
more stretches to the beach. The Ne- 
braska regiment is camped along the 
river, to the right is the First Colorado, 
and farther aiound the city are the 
South Dakota, Tenth Pennsylvania, 
Montana and Third artillery. 


Opposed to and ridiculously close to 


the outpost line of our army are the in- 
surgent forces to the number of at 
least 25.000.

But there was a touch 
of irony in the fact that on the Sunday 
following the second proclamation "Ag- 
gie" had the cool nerve to offer the 
Americans the privilege of laying down 
their arms and leaving Manila unmo- 
lested. 


These straws have been showing us 


Just which way the wind blows, with 
the result that our army leaders have 
been taking every precaution possible. 
The danger of an uprising right here 
in the heart of the city has added to 
the uneasiness of feeling and is still 
causing those in command to keep their 
weather eyes open. Soldiers are now 
kept close to their quarters, and during 
the day the streets of the city are 


natives in all probability would have 
laid down their arms without a strug- 
gle. Our delay they have interpreted 
as impotence, and the first terror arous- 
ed in the native heart by the execution 
of Dewey's guns has gradually passed 
away. Since the fall of this city they 
have been given time to concentrate 
their scattered forces and get in good 
shape for the coming struggle. It is, of 
course, impossible for us to know the 
exact numerical force of the insurgents, 
but so far as we can learn their total 
force in Luzon must approach very near 
40,000 men. 


While the plan of our campaign 


against "Aggie" and his army has not 
yet been decided upon, there can be but 
one satisfactory way of going at the 
business. That will be to sweep every- 
thing as we go along. 


The present is the most favorable sea- 


son of all the year for a campaign. In a 
few months the riceflelds, which are 
now dry and firm underfoot, will be 
covered with water and quite impassa- 
ble for troops. In a short time, too, the 
hot season will be upon us, and during 
that period it will be practically impos- 
sible to conduct effective operations. 


Since we started to make our warlike

THE TOMB OF "OLD HICKORY." 


Andrew Jackson, seventh president of the United Slates, was born In the 


Waxhaw Settlement, North Carolina, March 15, 1767. He died at The Her- 
mitage, near Nashville, Tenn., on June 8, 1845. The state of Tennessee pur- 
chased The Hermitage and the tomb and 25 surrounding acres to improve 
and preserve in lasting memory the hero of New Orleans. 


The place was assigned to the care of the ladles of The Hermitage associa- 


tion of Nashville and has since become a Mecca for patriotic Americans, like 
Mount Vernon and other hallowed spots in our history. 


The tomb itself, as may be seen from the accompanying illustration, con- 
list*'of a shaft, over which is a dome supported on pillars. 


The whole structure has been surrounded by a tall iron fence to keep oft 


the sacrilegious hands of the over present souvenir fiend, who would not allow 
•ven the last resting place of such a man to be safe from his touch.

He was 
elected a member of the English parlia- 
ment in 1640 and in the same year was 
chosen a member of the Long parlia- 
ment. Among the many favors he was 
instrumental m securing for the Ameri- 
can colonies was the charter for the 
colony of Rhode Island. So actively did 
he labor for the retention of friendly re- 
lations between the colonies and the 
mother country that had he not been 
beheaded after the restoration of the 
Stuart monarchy the course of Ameri- 
can history would in all likelihood have 
been a very different one.

A TYPICAL PAPUAN VILLAGE. 


The ordinary Papuan village looks very much like a Pan*? town on stilts 


or not unlike the grand canal of Venice relegated to an aboriginal setting. The 
Papuan house is always built on piles, and these Australasian heathens, ow- 
ing to tbe fact of their continual aquatic life, are expert watermen and far 
more at home on the billows of the deep than they are on dry land. 
It is only natural that such amphibious children, with a back yard of sev- 


eral hundreds of acres of water, are going to grow up experienced sailors. The 
dexterity, therefore, with which 'hese people handle their peculiarly shaped 
long canoes, and their outlandish looking sailing craft i& truly marvelous. 


The accompanying illustration is taken from Herr Semon's "In the Aus- 


tralian Bush and on the Coast of the Coral Sea," published by the Hacmillan 
company, and exemplifies perhaps the most remarkable character of house 
building to be found anywhere in the world. 


From an anthropological standpoint these nomadic tribes are of a very 


low type, and ethnologists assert that their culture at the present day Is about 
equivalent to that of the stone age in Europe. 
They are, however, excellent 


hunters and are able to imitate the call of birds, making use of living or arti- 
ficial decoys, and driving water birds into strangely constructed nets by star- 
tling them with the imitated scream of a bird of prey.

It is, however, a 
very aristocratic-cemetery, for only those dors that had the good ?ori-Mt.e >o 
possess wealthy masters during their luetime are ever placed in tliJs 4i»«ik- 
guished resting place. A peculiar feature of this cemetery i? the fact tr.»t no 
one ever knows who were the different owners ot thp different doss, tlic rvs&to- 
dian of the grounds guarding most sacredly the secrecy of each tomb. Many 
of the staves are visited regularly and kept in pe feet condition by tto t-il- 
mirers of the departed "dogfgie." Ovei them flo»er* are planted, and tc«der 
epitaphs are engraved, and there is many a child's grave in this same city of 
London that does not receive one-hall the care lavished on these grave* of 
dead

A biff strike of weavers occurred

According to the statement of the men, 
the mill started yesterday on a heavier 
grade of cloth, and the weavers said 
that the change would amount to a re- 
duciion ill wages of from $10.50 to (8 a 
week. 


At noon the men stopped the looms 


and waited on Superintendent Prest for 
a conference. The weavers say that the 
superintendent refused to talk and or- 
dered them back to work. The men also 
say that a year or more ago the wages 
in the mill were reduced from five to 
ten per cent and that the cut had not 
been restored. 


Superintendent Prest said yesterday 


afternoon that the trouble was trifling 
and that the men would probably be at 
work this morning. The trouble, he 
said, originated with two or three of 
the weaveis in regard to a certain kind 
of cloth and that the others went out 
in sympathy. 


About 400 weavers are affected by the 


strike.
